Washington, March 22.—-The whip- 
ping post for white slave traffickers 
and seducers of women, a tax upon 
bachelorhood, more careful training of | 
children and abolition of joy rides and 
rag-time dancing were advocated as | 
remedies for the social evil at a hear-| 
ing here today conducted by the IIli- | 
nois senatorial vice commission which 
came to Washington primarily to in- 
terest President Wilson in a nation- 
wide vice crusade. 

The commission secured the promise 
of President Wilson to consider their 
request for him to call a conference of 
representatives of vice 
commissioners from various states to 
study the social problem, the confer- | 
ence to be held in Washington as soon } 
as practicable. Confressman Robert } 
Hill, of Illinois, agreed, upon request 
of the committee, to introduce in con- 
gress a bill creating a commission to 
look into vice conditions in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The Low Wage Question. 

At the hearing, attended by many |} 
prominent women and men interested 
in social welfare work the low wage 
question as a cause of girls going 
wrong was discussed, |several of the} 
witnesses decrying the idea, declaring | 
that lack of eYucation and resisting 
force had much more to do with the 
downfall of women. Men, too, were 
blamed as primarily responsible for 
the degradation of girls. 

Witnesses who declared that low 
wages were not responsible for social 
vice admitted, however, on beimg ques- 
tioned by Lieutenant Governor O’Hara, 
head of the commission, that higher 
wages for working girls would better 
equip them to resist evil and all ree- 
ommended that a minimum wage law 
for girls would be of great bemefit. 
Eight dollars a week ag a minimum 
wage for women was the generally 
accepted sum estimated by the wit- 
nesses. ,Mrs. Harvey W. Wiley, wife 
of the former chief of the bureau of 
chemistry, was one who proposed that 
#um as a minimum living wage for 
girls. 

Mrs. Wiley advocated sex hygiene 
instruction of the young 4g one of the 
basic remedies for the social evil, urg- 
ed women police for cities and enfran- 
chisement of women.

The 
object of this meeting was to present 
to the ministers a reply to their re- 
quest of Friday night that the picture 
men do not open their houses on S5un- 
day. This reply was not forthcoming 
in written form, but it was made 
verbally to the effect that the picture 
men had declined to comply with the 
request of the ministers. 

Interference Not Expected. 

In view of the fact that the picture 
men propose to operate this Sunday in 
'the same manner as they did last Sun- 
day, giving a highly censored program 
and taking a voluntary collection at 
the door, either the zross or net pro- 
ceeds of which will be given to charity, 
it is not anticipated that there will be 
any interference on the part of the 
police or prosecutors, but it is expected 
that the protest on the part of the 
churches will be even stronger than 
that of last Sunday.

Been Benefited. 


New York, March 22.—Ten sufferers 
from tuberculosis who were inoculated 
Monday by Dr. Friedmann declared at 
@ clinic held by the Berlin physician 
today that their health has improved 
since receiving treatment. Before en- 
tering the clinic Dr. Friedmann au- 
thorized an announcement that two 
weeks hence he will return to Ger- 
many for a brief period to complete 
unfinished laboratory tests. He will 
return to the United States, hopeful 
that by that time the government 
health authorities will have recognized 
his vaccine as a cure.

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GEORGIA DECISIONS 


Blakely Southern Loses--Ruling 
Is Made on the Augusta 
Water Rates. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, March 22.—(Special.)— 
The interstate commerce commission 
has denied the application of the 
Blakely Southern railroad to compel 
the Central of Georgia and the Atlantio 
Coast Line to make joint rates over its 
line, which is 22 miles long. 

This decision, which affects only in- 
terstate traffic, is at variance with 
that of the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion controlling intrastate traffic. The 
state commission ordered the two de- 
fendant roads to make the joint rates. 

The decision rendered by Commis- 
sioner Meyer will have wide influence 
on rates on small connecting carriers. 
The commission holds that the estab- 
lishment of joint rates would enable 
the short line to hold the whip handle 
over its two connecting rivals. 

Another Georgia decision rendered 
today announces that the commission 
will allow thirty days in which the 
Ocean Steamship company, of Savan- 
nah, and the Merchants and Miners’ 
Transportation company may agree 
upon joint rates with the Augusta and 
Savannah Steamboat company. While 
declining to enter an order, the com- 
mission states that the water rates 
ought to be lower than the rail-water- 
and-rail rates to Savannah and north 
Atlantic ports and interior ports in the 
north. 

Commenting upon the efforts being 
made. by the southeastern railroads to 
violate the long an@ short-haul sec- 
tion of the interstate commerce act, 
known as section 4, the commission 
Says: 

“Carriers 


in the southeast are now 
attempting to justify the numerous 
violations otf the fourth section which 
occur in that territory, upon the plea 
that water competition has forced the 
rates at certain points to a lower level 
than would otherwise obtain, and to a 
point below what is reasonable. <Au- 
gusta is one of the places where the 
effect of this water competition is sup- 
posed to have been most manifest. 
There is little consistency In the claim 
that, although water competition has 
compelled a lower rates at Augusta 
than would exist but for the Savannah 
river and a lower rate than is just and 
reasonable when the service is by rail, 
the line by water is no cheaper, and is 
not, therefore, entitled to make a lower 
rate than the line by rail. 

“This contention of the defendants 
is not sustained. It is our duty to 
establish a reasonable joint rate over 
} this through route, and the presump- 


tion is that such reasonable rate would 
be somewhat less than a reasonable 
rate by rail from Augusta to Savan- 
nah, and thence by water ana rail to 
northern destinations.”

Detroit, March 22.—Michigan's big 
copper mines in the upper peninsula 
jof recent vears have had an insatiable 
| market right at home. Within the 
last decade an industry has grown 
within the boundaries of the Wolverine 
‘State that each year is making larger 
demands on the rich copper deposits 
along its Lake Superior shore. Few 
realize just what amount of copper 18 
used in the construction of automo- 
biles. 

A considerable portion of the world’s 
automobiles are manufactured in De- 
treit. In each different make of car 
built in this city, copper is used to a 
greater or lesser degree. 

Literally millions of pounds of the 
mineral go into these cars. Detroit 
consumes the output of several mines 
each year.

MAKING OF FISK TIRES. 
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Careful Inspection Is One of the 
Important Steps. 


In the manufacture of Fisk heavy 
Car type tires, each roll of fabric is 
tested both chemically and physically. 
It is inspected by an apparatus con- 
sisting of a series of rolls so arranged 
and located that the fabric is exposed 
to the north light, thus allowing the 
inspector to detect any defects such as 
slugs from imperfectly combed cotton 
dropped ends or, w@aver’s knots. The 
fabric is also inspected microscopically 
50 that the cotton which is bought for 


“Sea Island’’ shall be represented. 

A tensile strength test is made of 
each roll to determine the physical 
weakness. In these tests the gamples 
are placed in the conditioning room 
which brings the moisture contained 
down to about two per cent. This 1s 
aone because cotton is hvydroscopio and 
absorbs moisture. This moisture in- 
creases the tensile strength. 

The fabric is likewise tested for 
twist, as some manufactures violate 
specifications in this operation, owing 
to the fact that it is easier to weave 
a cotton of high twists. A high twist 
is more susceptible to friction and 
Ghafing and eventually weakens soon- 
er than one made from a normal twist. 
All fabrics which do not comply with 
specifications are refused.

Watch for Opponents’ Shifts. 

When you get confidence and know 
that you are a pretty good hitter, it is 
well to watch for shifts in the infield 
or outfield. Particularly watch for 
shifts where you are most likely to 
drop a ball safe. This, vf course, nee-is 
a lot of practice and is a very danger- 
ous undertaking in close games. 
Battling, I believe, can be improved 
by a Sreat amount of close study and 
observation.

and get close to the plate and make 
himself just as hard to pitch to as pos- 
sible. Make your body appear as small 
as a crouched position can. 

Ease your body in toward the plate 
to make a pitched ball appear close 
and on the inside to the umpire. When 
a ball grazes the shoulders the batter 
should duck downward, so as to make 
it appear high. I believe a player can 
throw an umpire off a lot of times by 
dodging so as to impress him with 
the closeness of a pitched ball. 

A trick I have worked a number of 
times when wanting a base on balls 
was to stand close to the plate and 
face the nitcher, with my back direct- 
ly toward the catcher. That makes 
a very hard target. Another is catch- 
ing the attention of the umpire and 
pitcher while you scrape a little dirt 
on the plate, making’ it as hard to dis- 
cern as possible. Still another is to 
reach down suddenly just as the pitch- 
er winds up and is starting his motion, 
bluffing that vou are going to pick up 
some dirt. This throws him off his 
guard and is apt to make his pitch 
wild. All these points help the man 
who wants to get a base on balls in a 
tight pinch. 


Try to Unnerve Pitcher. 


Remember that when you want to 
walk you have to do more than stand 
at the plate with your bat over your 
shoulder. Any little action that will 
tend to unnerve the pitcher is going to 
be a big help. 

As I have said, there is more to bat- 
ting than standing at the plate and 
making va wild swing at a Dall that 
looks good to you or you think is go- 
ing to be over. A youngster once went 
south with a major league club and 
his hitting was phenomenal. He had 
remarkable physical power 
he met that sphere it 
But pitchers do not use many baffling 
curves in the south, and their speed is 
nothing compared to what we have to 
face in July and August. 

One day my attent.on was called to 
the fact that the batsman who had us 
all jealous was actually closing his 
eyes. He got the general direction of 
the ball, made up his mind it was go- 
ing to be a good one, gritted his teeth, 
closed his eyes and swung that bat 
around with every onnce of energy in 
body. That brougut success with 
the straight, slow balls he was getting 
in the south. However, we had not 
been in the north long until the man- 
ager discovered that these blind 
swings did not get many base hits 
against the speed and curves of the 
American league pitchers, who were 
putting everything they had on the 
ball. 

“Keep your eye on 
first lesson for the 
learned to my sorrow that once 
take your eye off that elusive 
“pill” vou are liable to dig up 
inches of dirt or hit nothing 
empty air. That same maxim should 
bekeptin mind -’by every man who goes 
to bat in a baseball game 

Practice as much as possible at bat- 
ting and when you see anything out of 
the ordinary store it away for future 
use. Try to get as quick a start as 
possible away from the plate. tun 
out every ball just aS hard as vou pos- 
sibly can. In this way, vou improve 
your speed and also reach first many 
times when it looks as though you 
would be retired on an easy chance.

Tiwo years ago the Cardinals seemed 
to be developing rapidly into a charn- 
Pionship team and bad management 
and a clash of the owners has wrecked 
the team and made it an almost certain 
seventh or eighth place club. 

It seems strange that a whole con- 
tinent should center its interest upon 
4a club that finished eighth last sea- 
s0n, yet there is much speculation this 
pring as to what. Frank Chance, the 
Peerless Leader of the Cubs, will do 
With the tail-end club of the 
league. 


| Yanks for Fifth. 

I believe Chance will land fifth, with 

a chance to reach fourth, and an out- 
side chance at third place. His team 
ehould not, even with bad luck, finish 
lower than sixth. 
The truth is that last spring I fig- 
ured the Highlanders a sixth place club 
with a chance to reach fourth. On pa- 
per the team figured sixth place, and 
within 11 points of fifth and 23 points 
of fourth. But because I knew Wol- 
verton I arbitrarily cut 48 points off 
the| total of team strength and rated 
the Highlanders seventh, only a few 
points ahead of the Browns. They did 
even worse than I expected. 

On individual strength the High- 
landers rated sixth last year, and 
Chance’s task does not appear so hard 
as it migtht seem. If he restores the 
club to normal even without improv- 
ing it, he will show 4 face improve- 
ment to the public. In spite of the 
winter of. Knocking I = still believe 
Chance to be one of the greatest han- 
diers of men I ever Knew and I am 
calculating that he will get 8 per cent 
more out of his men than they figure 
On ability. 

Look Chance’s team over. He in- 
tends to return to first himself, not 
#0 much to strengthen the.position as 
to be in touch with his pitchers. 
Chance’s great strength for Chicago 
was hig abilitv to get work out of 
pitchers and to see when they were 
not going well, when to take them 
out, and when to steady them. The 
Highlander pitching staff needs just 
such coaching and direction. 

Chase is to go to second, a rather 
strange position for him, yet they say 
he is wild to plav there and that he is 
eating them alive. He is a great ball 
player who for several years has been 
dissatisfied when not on terms of ac- 
tual co; flict with o ber players. Chase 
ie devoted to Cha e—they are both 
* Native Sons—and have Leen together 
on teams on the coast. 


Good Hitting. 


\In studying the New York team one 
thing will strike you, and that is the 
wonderfully even distribution of the 
hitting strength of the regulars. There 
will be seven of them clutched about 
the same gait, with two, possibly three, 
in or close to the .300 class. The team 
is last in flelding, or was last season, 
but no wonder, since every man plaved 
two or three positions and no one tried 
.after the first flash. 

Chance certainly. will 
regularly on the infield, where he be- 
longs, and probably at third, although 
they sav that Priest and Midkiff both 
are making a great bid 
‘which would move Hartzell 
short. There is a swarm of candidates 
trving for the infield, and Del Paddock, 
secured from Dubuque last fall, 
ing touted as a comer, reports indica- 
ting he its much improved.

The Cardinals. 


St. Louis presents an odd problem. 
The team has individual strength 
enough for the foundation of a pen- 
nant winner; yet it is a club. consider- 
ed by almost every one as doomed to 
finish among the tail-enders. 

On paper my figures show the club 
to rate sixth, and, under favorable cir- 
cumstances, to stand a chance of go- 
‘Ing higher. On internal conditions, the 
‘club must be figured in a class with 
‘Brooklyn and Boston, and it will be 
‘lucky to keep out of eighth place. 

The conditions are peculiarly dis- 
tressing. The owner, ignorant of base- 
ball, and further -badly advised, has 
set her will against that of those 
who knew the game. Her moves have 
created dissension in the team, so that 
bali playing last year was a joke, 
and praciteally no one did more than 
enough to hold a job. Bresnahan had 
friends on the team, and the fact that 
he is gone from it will not end that 
factional feeling. Besides that the cer- 
tainty that the manager will not be 
in complete control hurts. There is not 
a chance that the players will take 
their work seriously under present 
conditions. 

Studied from a purely mechanical 
standpoint, the Cards have one of the 
best young catchers itn the country, 
a good, reliable, right-handed pitcher: 
a brilliant but erratic left-hander, and 
some uncertain others. They have the 
ranking first baseman of the league, 
but one who ts spoiled by a bad dispo- 
sition and bad associates. They have 
a corking good second baseman; they 
have the best shortstop in the league, 
who unfortunately is crippled just now. 
Third base is fairly well filled, and the 
outfield is a sort of joke. 

How They Figure. 

On careful figuring on the present 
alignment, I have figured the team 
sixth in batting and seventh in field- 
ing in the circuit, although they show- 
ed a position or so higher in both 
departments last year. They figure 
seventh in pitching, in spite of Harmon 
and Sallee, who with other clubs prob- 
ably would be stars. tI’ does not look 
as if they have found any new material 
likely to strengthen the club and the 
reports from the club this pring are 
bearish. 

Look over the team. Wingo is one 
of the coming catchers of the country, 
a hustler, a capable man, and a dan- 
gerous hitter in a pinch. Konetchy 
mechanically is the ranking first base- 
man of the country. He hasn’t the 
winning, hustling disposition Besides, 
he is tangled in the saloon business in 
S. Louis, and is followed by a trail 
of undesirable admirers, bent on in- 
forming him how good he is, but fail- 
ing to make it as strong as his own 
opinion. He is not amenable to dis- 
cipline and rather hard to handle, be- 
cause of this excellent, opinion of him- 
self. 

Huggins, the manager, is a very ca- 
pable ball player, a fast and rather 
showy runner on the bases, and he 
might make a 1ir manager, never a 
winmer. His app. intment, it is declared, 
was favoritism and friendship, and 
Bresnahan’s friends on the team, of 
course, resent his assumption of the 
job, whether or not he sought it. There 
is a lot of ugly gossip on that point.

Washington, March 22.—Willis L 
Secretary Houston 
accepted the resignation after a talk 
with President Wilson to become ef- 
fective July $81. Professor Moore a 
democrat, was a candidate for appoint- 
ment as secretary of agriculture. 

Secretary Houston explained that 
the office of chief of the weather bu- 
reau was a presidential appointment. 

“We have no one in mind now,” 
said the secretary, “‘but will try to get 
the best man we can of scientific ablli- 
and administrative talent.” 
When President Wilson came into 
office and officials of the department 
of agriculture holding presidential 
appointments handed in their resigna- 
tions Professor Moore was not among 
them. Previously, however, petitions 
had been circulated urging upon Presi- 
dent Wilson the selection of Professor 
Moore to be secretary of agriculture. 
Since Secretary Houston was appointed 
the white house has received large 
quantities of letters and telegrams 
urging that Professor Moore be re- 
tained in office as chief of the weather 
bureau. 

First intimation that Professor 


Moore was to quit came early today, 
when it was said at the white house! 
that he “would resign.’ Moore de- 
Clined to discuss it and later hurried 
to the department of agriculture for a 
conference with Secretary Houston. 
Mr. Moore emerged from the secre- 
tary’s office somewhat disturbed, 
callers in the outside office thought, 
and later his resignation was an- 
rounced, ‘Professor Moore himself 
later declined to make a statement. 

“Everything is all friendly,” was his 
comment. “After July 3 I shall re- 
tire to my farm.”

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GEORGIA’S LAWS ON INSANITY 


NEED MANY RADICAL CHANGES 
Jays Dr. J. J. McArthur 


Cordele, Ga., March 22.—(SpeciaL)— 
Georgia’s laws concerning the mentally 
deficient—those tried for crime where 
this plea igs entered, those committed 
te the state asylum for treatment, 
those who seek to intermarry and so 
degrade the genera] standard of the 
race—are serious need of improvement, 
according to Dr. T. J. McArthur, of 
Cordele. a former president of the 
Medical Association of Georgia. 

Dr. McArthur was recently appoint- 
€d by Governor Brow'n a delegate from 
Georgia to the convention of alienists 
end neurologists meeting in Chicago 
June 24-27, and his remarks were 
elicited by questions relative to the 
purposes of the convention. 

“There are various ways in which 
the laws concerning the insane need 
raunical change, and in the matter of 
improvement of these laws Georgia 
has fallen far behind other states,” 
Said Dr. McArthur. 

Plea of Insanity in Trials. 

“Especially are more modern laws 
reeded in the determination of the 
sanity of a person on trial for crime, 
notably that of murder, in which the 
blea of mental derangement is enter- 
ed. A change of these laws is greatly 
essential to carrying out the ends of 
justice.

mine the sanity or tneanity in cases of 
persons proposed to be committed to 
the asylum, when there is any doubt 
of their mental condition. Had a 
commission like thig passed upon the 
miental condition of George Bell, com- 
mitted to the state asylum from Wash- 
ington county a few years ago, there 
would never have been so much doubt 
in the pubHc mind as to the justice of 
thie ccnfinement. 

Commitment Law Needs Revision. 

“The law of Georgia providing for 
the commitment of the insane to the 
aevlum needs to be revised or re- 
placed by a more modern law. Under 
the present system the curables and 
incurables are placed together under 
the same roof. The raving maniac is 
placed in the same institution wita 
those who are occasionally in milder 
mental condition. The effect is not a 
good one for the curables, for the cur- 
ables at least, and it would be better 
fur the immates of our asylum to pe 
more distinctively classified. 

‘To pass laws restricting and resu- 
lating the intermarriage of 
who are mentally unbalanced, such as 
other stutes have in force, seems to 
me a matte: of vital importanc;>. Tne 
children of itmbeciles or idiots ure not 
likel, te be mentally and phyvically 
strcene and the tendeney of the r'ar- 
riage cf such people is to degrads :n2 
inteliect a@nd physicat ability of - the 
rommen rece.

highest salary paid by the county, and 


third-grade teachers get $22. There 
is no public high school in the coun- 
ty, but three private schools, meant 
to prepare boys for college, are ac- 
cessible. 

“The most enterprising and ambt!- 
tious boys and girls in the county go 
to one or another of these schools, 
but very few of them go to the col- 
leges for which they are prepared, 
the great majority remaining in the 
academy only one or two years. 
Teaching is the favorite profession, 
but practically all able to obtain a 
second grade license go to other coun- 
ties in order to obtain higher sala- 
ries than are paid in their own. What-

“What does this particular county 
and.those like it need?” was the di- 
rect: question put to Miss Parrish. 

“It needs enterprising farmers,” 
was the reply.

nent dignity of even meager classical

“Our people are capable of devel- | 
oping a noble and instinctive type of 
civilization,”’ continued Miss Parrish, 
with stirring interest, ‘“‘but the homes 
are lacking in modern conveniences, 
and women stagger under the bur- 
den of hard labor, which might easily | § 
be obviated. | 

Home-Making Must Be Taught. 

“The common schools have not yet 
begun to teach home-making, and the 
classical schools have been at such 
great cost in providing adequately for 
college preparatory work that they 
can not afford to employ a teacher 
of domestic science. | 
“The climate of the county is in-— 
vyigorating, and the air is a tonic, but 
typhoid fever does its work with very 
little hindrance, and the summer dis-_ 
eases of children are thought to he 
necessary. The common school 
teachers have been so busy learning 
Classes of adverbs, lists of battles and 
generals, that they have had no time 
to head a campaign against menaces 
to life, or to teach human agency in 
the prevention of diseases. Hence the 
house fly remains a domestic animal. 
and the belief that God takes little 
children because the mother loves 
them too much continues to cripple 
preventive measures. 

“The roads are so poor that markets 
are well-nizgh inaccessible. The young 
men have been too busy dividing 
lines in extreme and mean ratio, and 
applying mathematical induction to 
the development of a binomial, to 
have any inclination to make a road's 
slant vary much from a right angle, 
or to estimate the power of certain 
materials to resist the pressure of 
wagon wheels. 

A Philanthropic Fad. 

“Charitably inclined people have 
had their sympathies aroused by con- 
ditions wieich the classical schools 
seem unable to remedy, and indus- 
trial schools have become a philan- 
thropic fad,” was the sensational 
staement made by Miss Parrish. 

She explained: “They have 
only partially the needs of the peo- 
ple, and many students going out 
from them have also gone out from 
the mountains, because of inability | 
to cope with mountain problems. |

| NEEDS OF SCHOOL 
TOLD BY TEACHERS 
FOR CLUB READERS 


Upon being requested to furnish a 
statement of the needs of the school 
the teachers submitted the followings: 

The needs of the school are vital. 
We are very much handicapped in our 
werk for lack of boarding room. There 
were many deserving boys and girls 
this year who were anxious to be in 
schoo] as ours, but could not 
get board in the village. This situa- 
tion would be relieved and the school 
very much bullt up if we could have 
a dormitory placed on our campus. 
With a dormitory of our own and a 
few more acres of land we could have 
a great deal of practical.agniculture, 
poultry and stock raising carried on 
by the pupils—and in this way they 
could help to defray their expenses. 
Many would come here for an educa- 
tion who could not get it any other 
way. In trying to carry on our indus- 
trial work we are daily hindered be- 
cause of the lack of equipment. We 
have simple equipment for our simple 
work, but as the pupils continue to 
study the subjects they grow in kKknowl- 
edge and skill and require more in 
their shop. 

Here we

find that often times one 


tab-, 


pupil must wait for a tool he is 
obliged to have. This especially 
true in the woodwork classes. In this 
work each pupil is given a task to 
perform and often the same tool is 
needed by. several. This causes, in 
some cases, a good deal of delay. As 
the more difficult articles of furniture 
are made, different tools are needed, 
many of which we haven't. 

This suggests a great need—an en- 
larged shop and increased facilities. 
In the school rooms we need more 
pictures on the walls, ones of real in- 
terest and of a helpful and uplifting 
nature. 

The needs in the domestic science 
department are possibly not quite so 
rreat as they are in the woodwork de- 
partment, yet a great deal could be 
done toward the equipment for this 
line of work. In large classes, as we 
sometimes have, we find that not as 
much individual work can be done 
the pupils on account of the lack 
utensils. If they had the 
equipment, or rather more along 
line they now have, more effective 
work could be done. All work is 
closely correlated.

The key of E and its relative, the key of C sharp minor, are presented in this lesson. The key of E is one that gives much trouble to beginners in the ordinary method of teaching music be- 
cause it has four sharps. The notes F, C, G and D are sharps in the key of E and are consequently played on the black keys. This is confusing by all other methods, but is made simple by the charts. 

The method of using these charts is extremely simple and presupposes no previous knowledge on the part of the pupil. When the twelve lessons are completed, if you follow them all, you will 
be able to play the chords of every key of music, and have acquired a sound basis on which to build up a thorough musical education. 

INSTRUCTION—Place one of the charts at right angles with the keyboard, so that the small white letter D at bottom of chart, with the dash above it, is directly over D on the keyboard. Then the 
white spaces on the chart will be over the white keys and the black spaces over the black keys. 

The top, middle and lower sections on the lower chart represent the three chords, a mastery of which will enable anyone to accompany on the piano or organ any song or melody in the key of 
E, and the top chart represents the chords of the key C sharp minor. The white letters are to be played with the left hand and the black letters with the right hand. 

Now having placed the chart on the piano or organ, play the white letter on the top section with the left hand, and then the three black letters in unison with the right hand. 

Next play the middle section in the same way, then return to the top section. 

The smali white letter D at bottom of chart, with the dash above it, which gives the chart position, must not be played. 

Proficiency requires practice but no previous knowledge of music. If you desire to delve deeply into the mysteries of music the charts give you the best possible foundation on which to base @ 
musical education. The knowledge of the keys and facility in striking the proper chords form the basis of all musical knowledge. Keep the chart on the piano or organ until you are thoroughly familiar 
with the chords in the keys given in this week’s lesson, and when memorized you are quite as well equipped for the playing of accompaniments gas one who has studied music for years.

IT CAN’T REVERSE THE CLOCK. 


Unquestionably the greatest problem fac 


ing the average American today is the cost 
of living. Priées of every necessity of life 
and of the luxuries also have during recent 
years increased out of all proportion to 
spending capacity. With many families de- 
pendent upon a fixed income the problem 
has rapidly reached acute proportions. 
There is no doubt that one of the rea- 
sons the nation turned to democracy in the 
latest election was ii. the effort to secure 
such honest tariff revision and such regula- 
tion of illegal monopoly as to ease the cost 
of living. A well-grounded belief exists 
that tariff and trust exactions are to a de- 
gree responsible for the present cost of 
living, and that the adjustment of both will 
mean a perceptible reduction of the scale. 


It is upon the strength of that belief 


and in obedience to its mandate received 
at the polls that the democratic party is en- 
tering upon a program of bona fide revision, 
of trust regulation, and also of currency re- 
form, since there is small doubt that the 
latter feature exerts its influence upon the 
cost of living. The hearings before the 
ways and means committee, and the appar- 
ent harmony between congress and the 
president, give every promise that in due 
course the pledges of the party will be 
faithfully redeemed and the cost of. living 
reduced by every device available to equi- 


table and sound legislation. 


But— it is well for Americans to pinin their 
minds right now the fact that not the demo- 
cratic party or any other political organiza- 
tion can turn back the hands of the clock 
of progress and social evolution.

increase than common justice and equity 
would allow them. But even when these 
have been eliminated, there stands the 
great national problem, visible everywhere,

Complicating the fact that people live 
more extravagantly than their fathers ‘is 
the further fact that agricultural pro- 
duction in this country has steadily dwin- 
dled, when we consider the phenomenal in- 
crease in population.

FREEING THE FARMER. 


The Constitution has for years urged di- 
versification of farm products as a means 
destined most surely to emancipate this 
section financially and industrially. We 
have pointed out the folly of the system 
that binds’ the better part of the south’s 
efforts to one crop, cotton, and causes it 
annually to send out of the section hundreds 
of millions of dollars for the foodstuffs that 
could and should be raised on southern 
soil. 

With this view Harvie Jordan, well- 
known agricultural leader, heartily agrees. 
But he contends, in an article published 
elsewhere, that the farmers of the south, 
however willing, are helpless to change the 
present condition under the arrangement 
now prevailing for financing their business. 
He ghows that most of the money upon 
which the crops of the south are produced 
The ‘ender is, of course, in a

position to make terms. 
most invariably, that in return for the cred- 
it he extends lands are planted in 
cotton, the staple most readily convertible 
into money. Having no other credit resource 
the farmer is bound to the one-crop 
tem and is unable to free himself 

The remedy, Mr. Jordan holds, is the in- 
auguration of a banking system that will 
open u large and unrestricted reservoir of 
credit to the farmer by making his lands 
collateral for loans at nominal rates. Once 
the farmer is able to command independent 
credit, with conditions imposed 
upon it, he will plant what he pleases, di- 
versification will automatically materialize 
and the farmer will advance in every mate- 
rial g@irection. Mr. Jordan would 
plish this beneficent revolution by inaugu- 
rating in America the land-bank or rural 
credit system that is-now almoast universal 
in the old world, especially in Germany. Un- 
der this plan the farmer’s land, which is, in 
reality, the basic source of wealth, becomes 
collateral for loans. With the latter ex- 
tended on securities that are and 
permanent he can borrow all he needs for 
all legitimate purposes. He is thus enabled at 
once to declare independence of the banker 
who insists upon the one-crop system. He 
does business and proceeds about improve- 
ments upon a basis of equality with any 
other business man who can now go into 
the money market and borrow upon virtual- 
ly any collateral at the lowest rates of in- 
terest, without restriction or stipulation. 

This system has long operated with suc- 
cess in Europe. The government is send- 
ing abroad a prominent commission, of 
which Mr. Jordan is a member, for the pur- 
pose of studying the European rural credit 
system and other rural features, with a 
view to their adoption in a modified form 
in this country. Mr. Jordan’s analysis of 
what such a system can here accomplish 
and of the inequality of the present system, 
is so clear that it will repay perusal by 
farmers generally. He sheds new light on a 
subject of universal interest.

Are the girls of Georgia less worth sav- 
ing than the boys of Georgia? The incom- 
plete and niggardly laws of this state con- 
vey the affirmative impression. If a Geor- 
gia boy shows the first slight symptom 
of moral delinquency, there is a reform in- 
stitution where he will be given a chance 
to become a man instead of a crook. If a 
Georgia girl shows similar symptoms there 
is nothing in the world between her and 
the brothel or the jail, so far as this sov- 
ereign commonwealth is concerned.

| must look to casual and often crippled pri- 


vate sources for a chance at redemption. 

The Atlanta branch of the Southern As- 
sociation of College Women have seen this 
tragic oversight and are organizing to re 
move it. They are agitating now for such 
action by the forthcoming legislature as will 
match the reformatory and industrial farm 
for boys with allied institutions for girls. 
They believe the women of the race, its po- 
tential mothers and wives, mean as much 
to society, deserve as much from society, 
as its potential fathers and husbands and 
voters. 

They are emphatically right. We have 
been telling ourselves for ages, and with 
truth, that the home is the foundation of 
society. What is the foundation of the 
home? Purity in womanhood. Without it, 
we would still be groveling about in the 
slime and darkness of the cave age. It is 
bad enough when the life of a boy who 
might have matured into an upright, con- 
structive citizen, is warped at its start by 
sinister influences that intelligence might 
have averted. It is simply indescribable 
when a girl, whom loving and intuitive care 
might have redeemed into noble wifehood 
and motherhood, is left to recruit the ranks 
of prostitution, or that most desperate of all 
types—the woman criminal. We prate loud- 
ly and learnedly these days about abolish- 
ing the “social evil.” Here is one of its 
biggest sources. What is Georgia, as a 
state, doing to remove it? Nothing! 

The issue is not one of sentimentality, or 
philanthropy, but of simple racial preserva- 
tion and of justice. We are the keepers of 
our sisters as well as our brothers. Strive 
to evade the duty and its economic and hy- 
gienic penalties alone. are incalculable. 
Among the first acts of the legislature 
should be the establishment of a reform in- 
stitution for girls. Dollars do not count 
against the purity of womanhood. 


IF THEY SUED ATLANTA. 

A resident of Rochester, N. Y., has, after 
a ‘second ‘trial, Yeeh allowed liberal dam- 
ages growing out Of an attack of typhoid 
fever, responsibility for which he placed on 
the neglected water supply of the city. It 
seems that the removal of a check-valve 
caused the city water to become contam- 
inated, and he held the municipality liable. 
The court took a similar view. The city is, 
in the meantime, making preparations to 
appeal the case since ten other complaints 
of like nature are pending, and it does not 
relish the probability of being mulcted in 
damages. Cases like these are now being 
tried in several courts in Ohio. 
after all, a sound basis 
Every municipality able 
to maintain a waterworks system knows 
that typhoid follows pollution. It knows, 
too, the ways in which pollution may be 
avoided. If it fails to enforce such sanita- 
tion, is it not legaily liable for the harm 
that comes to the consumers to whom, it 
sells water? : 

What would happen, broadening the 
principle, if the city of Atlanta were sued 
for diseases following municipal neglect? 
It is not difficult to see that the municipal- 
ity would face a staggering problem. Fail- 
ure to provide for proper sewage and gar- 
bage disposal here has undoubtedly been 
responsible for the spread of disease. The 
earth-closet nuisance, against which the city 
has been warned over and over again, must 
have a formidable death toll to its credit. 
Slack enforcement of the garbage can or- 
dinance, and filth on streets and premises 
generally, offer another count. It is not 
agreeable to contemplate the result, if peo- 
ple stricken by communicable’ disease 
should seek to set up in court con- 
nection between their infection and the 
monetary. responsibility of the city. 

The whose question serves, of course, 
to emphasize the fact that each day society 
is holding government to a stricter account 
for the discharge of its duties, and that if 
government, or those charged with its ad- 
ministration, wish to escape penalties, they 
must develop efficiency and discourage in- 
ertia. It is, for instance, possible to so rig- 
orously enforce the sanitary laws in and 
about Atlanta that transmissible diseases 
would be brought to a minimum. The job 
would cost a little money, but not nearly 
so much as the failure to perform it now 
costs the community in the aggregate. When 
citizens pay their taxes nowadays, they ex- 
pect protection from the ordinary and.pre- 
ventable sources of disease. That is the 
significant hypothesis upon which the 
Rochester courts handed down their ver- 
dict. We are likely to hear more of such 
cases in the future.

EFFICIENCY FIRST, 
BURLESON’S IDEA 
OF P. O. DEPARTMENT 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Washington, March 22.—(Spectal.)—Post- 
master General Burleson, the new head of 
the postoffice department, gave the repre- 
sentative of The Constitution an extended 
interview a few days ago, in which he out; 
lined his plans for the conduct of the office 
during his incumbency. 

This talk developed the fact that his idea, 


‘In sharp contrast to that of his predecessor, 


will be efficiency first and economy after- 
wards... The plan on which Mr. Hitchcock 
worked was economy above everything, and 
let efficiency go hang. 

Mr. Burleson had read with interest The 
Constitution’s editorial advice that he had 
as great an opportunity as any man con- 
nected with the new administration to ‘ren- 
der a public service for correcting the evils 
and delinquents that had sprung up in the 
postal service. 

While he declined to comment upon any 
specific instance which showed how the serv- 
ice had been crippled, and how the public, 
aS well as postal employees, were vigorously 
protesting at the havoc wrought by the econ- 
omy juggernaut, Mr. Burleson said with 
candor and apparent conviction that he pro- 
posed to give the public the very best postal 
service that skill and energy and money 
could provide. 

While the economy side of the adminis- 
tration of this extensive department will not 
be overlooked, the saving of money will be 
secondary to giving the service which the 
department was created to give to the pub- 
lic. 

One of the first things he has done is to 
appoint a committee consisting of the four 
assistant postmasters general and his chief 
clerk to take stock of the department, and 
ascertain its exact conditions. So much has 
been said of the department being self- 
supporting, Mr. Burleson wants to know 
whether this is true. 

Mr. Hitchcock, in trying to make a record 
for ‘“‘economy” during his service, succeeded 
to the extent of crippling the mail service, 
cutting down the number of deliveries, tak- 
ing off needed equipment and causing embdar- 
rassing and costly delays. He paralyzed the 
working force of the department and spread 
discontent everywhere. . 

Mr. Burleson wants to build up the serv- 
ice. He realizes that the world moves 
quickly, and that the public has a right to 
expect its business and social letters handled 
promptly. 

Since he has heen inducted Into office 
Mr. Burleson has seen hundreds of visitors 
daily, members of congress, applicants for 
postmasters’ places and patronage-seekers 
generally. His office is about the busiest 
place around Washington. How long he will 
be able to keep up the pace he has set for 
himself is causing speculation. Mr. Hitch- 
cock, on the contrary, was harder to see 
than the president of the United States, and 
after a short while even senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress stopped trying. 

The operation of the postoffice department 
will cost the government close to $290,000,000, 
and it may go beyond that figure. Much will 
depend upon the way the public adapts itself 
to the new parcel post system. Postmaster 
General Burleson is very much interested in 
this branch of the service, and will do his 
best to see that it becomes popular with the 
people. ! 

“T shall aim for efficiency In my adminis- 
tration of the postoffice department,” said 
Mr. Burleson. “This is a big business insti- 
tution, one of the biggest in the government, 
and it should be administered on business 
lines, but in such a way as will be of the 
rreatest service to the people. 

“T have appointed a commission consist- 
ing of the first, second, third and fourth 
assistant postmasters general and the chief 
clerk of the department to make a thorough 
investigation of the postal service. 

“They will be. directed to ascertain 
whether the greatest efficiency its being 
secured and where the service needs improve- 
ment. They will also seek to ascertain 
whether the department {!s actually self- 
sustaining or not. 

“With this information in hand we shall 
proceed to administer the affairs of the de- 
partment with the view of giving the people 
the best service, although I would also like 
to be able to say at the end of my term 
that the postal service is really self-support- 
ing.”’ 

It was the intention of the postmaster 
general to direct that proceedings be begun 
against the newspapers which have not yet 
filed their statements as provided by the act 
of congress relating to newspaper publicity 
as to circulation, owners, etc., but the action 
of the supreme court in granting an injunc- 
tion against the enforcement of this law 
will prevent this until the matter is finally 
settled. 

It was learned that 91 per cent of the 
newspapers of the country had complied 
with the law, leaving 9 per cent, including 
some of the big metropolitan papers, which 
had been waiting the decision of the supreme 
court in the test case. The postmaster gen- 
eral did not believe it fair to the 91 per cent 
which had complied with the law, not to 
enforce it in regard to the 9 per cent which 
had not. 

“The parcel post service is of tremen- 
dous interest to the people in every commu- 
nity,” said the postmaster general, “and I 
want to make it of the widest use In bring- 
ing the producers and consumers closer to- 
gether and facilitate the handling of small 
parcels at a low cost. 

“The work of the second assistant post- 
master general’s office is of great import- 
ance in this connection, as that office handles 
the questions of railway mail pay, the num- 
ber and size of mail cars required for the 
transportation of mail matter and the prob- 
lems connected with the contracts for this 
service. Mr. Stewart will be retained in his 
position until someone who is as well or 
better equipped can be found to handle this 
work, which requires a high degree of effi- 
ciency and technical training.” 

As to his attitude toward the forty thou- 
sand fourth-class postmasters placed under 
the civil service by the order of President 
Taft, the postmaster general indicated that 
he thought the merit system ought to obtain 
in filling these places, but he thought there 
was a nice question involved as to whether 
the incumbents ought not to have originally 
been selected under civil service rules. 

“Tt would like to see the postoffice depart- 
ment removed from politics, and postmasters 
of the first, second and third class, as well 
as the fourth class, put in office only after 
they stand a rigid civil service examination,” 
he said. 

“Postmasters’ 
political patronage, and long. established 
customs cannot be ignored or lightly set 
aside,” said Mr. Burleson, “but I shall urge 
upon members of congress that they nomi- 
nate the most capable men in the communi- 
ties affected who can be induced to take the 
postoffices. They should be men of character 
and good moral standing. Once appointed 
they will be expected to give the requisite 
number of hours to discharging the duties 
of their positions.” 

The attitude of the postmaster general, it 
will be seen, is clearly against the custom 
in some places, where certain individuals 
secure postoffice appointments and _ then 
“farm out’ the work to others and never do 
any of.it themselves. The postmaster will 
have to be at his post of duty and give the 
business of the office his personal attention.

Editor Constitution: I read with interest 
the article of Mr. H. G. Hastings in last Sun- 
day’s Constitution and your editorial com- 
ments thereon. 

The enormous figures given by Mr. Hast- 
ines for the purchase of food supplies out- 
side of Georgia in 1912 is a very severe 
indictment against the present methods of 
agriculture employed by the farmers in this 


state. 


Yet it simply portrays conditions which, 


have existed in the old cotton states east of 
the Mississippi river for the past quarter of 
a century, and will continue throughout the 
future years to come so long as our present 
methods of farm credits continue. 

So long as cotton continues to be the 
only basis of collateral security for southern 
farmers, just so long will they, and the bal- 
ance of the consuming population in this 
state, draw thelr food supplies from western 
corn cribs and smokehouses. 

The doctrine of diversified agriculture as 
written and preached for the past three 
decades by agricultural writers and orators, 
is sound in theory and read well in print, 
but when we seriously investigate the prac- 
tical side of every-day farm life in Georgia, 
these beautiful theories fall to the ground 
and live in our memories as wholesome 
advice which cannot be applied. 

If the people of the south really want 
that type of diversified agriculture which 
will relieve us from so tremendous a drain 
on her resources which annually goes to the 
west for food supplies, there is but one 
source of relief, and that lles in establishing 
a system of rural credits, or farm finance, 
which will emancipate farmers from the 
extensive production of cotton as their basis 
of credit and consequent enslavement to 
existing credit conditions. 

The farmers, as a rule, have no standing 
in modern commerce or finance. They are 
not recognized in the business world as an 
active, aggressive part of the business fac- 
tors which guide and control the destinies 
of this country. 

The Farmerw# Place. 

His mission seems to be that of a laborer 
only in the field of production, while the 
balance of the world absorbs the products 
of his labor and limited capital pretty much 
as it pleases. 

There is hardly a single item of supplies 
purchased by southern farmers which enters 
into the production of the cotton crop that 
does not cost them on an average of 190 
per cent more than the original value of the 
article. No industry can stand this enormous 
rate of interest and prosper. 

Banks and supply merchants alike rate 
the credit of the farmer on the acreage 
planted in cotton, and the value of the mules 
which pull the plows that cultivate the crop. 

To ask farmers to diversify their crops 
and raise corn, wheat, oats, livestock, etc., 
under these antiquated tronbound regulations 
of bankers and merchants, is asking that 
which is tmpossible of accomplishment. 

The yoke of the all-cotton credit system 
be lifted from the shoulders of the 
farmers first, then the dawn of an era of 
diversified agriculture will break over the 
hills and valleys of our state with astonish- 
ing rapidity. 

System of Farm Credits. 

What is our present system of farm 
credits? Here it is: 

The eastern banks lend millions of dol- 
lars to southern banks during the spring 
and summer to aid in financing supply mer- 
chants and such farmers who are able to 
secure cash advances. 

But these loans are made payable in Octo- 
ber and the eastern banks call this money 
promptly from their southern borrowers, 
hence the local banks call the supply mer- 
chants, and these in turn call the farmers, 
and the cotton crop, the only security for 
farm credit, is forced from the flelds to the 
market as rapidly as it can be harvested, 
ginned and baled. 

Why do the New York bankers call this 
It is because their east- 
depositors require it in 
their fall and winter business. To meet the 
demands of commerce in the winter, prop- 
erly move the crops and enable the farmers 
to market their products slowly, ‘will require 
just one billion dollars of ready cash more 
than the banks of the nation have in circula- 
tion. 

How is this condition to be met and ob- 
viated? By the passage of state and fedéral 
laws which will enable the farmers to utilize 
their land as a liquid asset. The farmer 
must have ready cash in place of the long- 
credit accounts with the supply mer-

He must have access to the commercial 
open accounts with the bank, just as the 
mercantile, industrial or trust corporation 
has. He has in his lands a better and safer 
security than any other line of business in 
this country. 

Every farmer’s organization of which we 
have any record since the days of the Grange, 
down to the present time, has failed in its 
efforts to successfully run co-operative busi- 
ness because of the absence of ample cash 
capital. It is the same with the individyal 
as with the organization. 

The European Farmer. 

The European farmers have the cash, the 
organized and perfected system of rural 
banks, either of the Raiffeisen or Landschaf- 
ten type, hence agriculture along diversified 
lines is profitable, co-operative marketing 
societies are successful, while the withering 
blight of the trust corporation and other 
organized agencies which in this country 
hold down the price of farm products on the 
one hand and hold up the consumer with 
high prices on the other, is unknown in 
Europe. 

If the European farmer has solved the 
problem successfully, the Georgia farmer 
should be able to easily build up the struc- 
ture he should have, so as to adapt himself 
to the needs of twentieth century progressive 
methods in operation in all other fields ef 
activity in this state. 

The farmers of the nation must be placed 
in a position where they can liquify their 
assets, which in the main are improved farm- 
ing lands (at the present time outlawed 
under the federal banking acts), and organ- 
ize a rural banking system which will enable 
them to cultivate their lands, upon a spot- 
cash basis, and market their crops independ- 
ent of any fixed pay day dominated and 
controlled by the bankers of Wall street. 

The supPly merchant has been created 
and maintained by necessity. Our rural 
banks do the best they can with their lim- 
ited resources. 

Resources of Georgia Farmers. 

The total banking capital in Georgia, a 
typical cotton state, including surplus, is 
$61,000,000. This amount of capital is en- 
tirely too small to meet the demands of the 
commercial, manufacturing and agricultural 
needs of the state without resorting to the 
aid of outside credits upon a very large 
basis. Hence we cannot hope for relief under 
existing conditions. 

But let us look for a moment at the 
assets of Georgia farmers, and see what 
they have upon which to found a rural credit 
system of their own. 

The total value of farm properties in Geor- 
gia, including buildings, machinery, livestock 
and lands, is in round numbers, $600,000,000. 


Of this the value of improved farming landd 
is estimated at $375,000,000. Twenty per 
cent of the present market value of our 
improved farming lands utilized as an asset 
in establishing land mortgage banks in Geor4 
Sia would open an avenue of cash capital td 
Georgia farmers an amount of ready money 
considerably in exeess of the present entire 
banking capital of the state. 

In Europe fifty-year land mortgages are 
negotiated in the open markets at 60 per 
cent of the assessed value of the lands, and 
sold at a rate of interest not exceeding 3 to 4 
per cent per annum. Upon that basis Geor- 
gia landowners could readily create a cash 
capital with their landed assets alone of 
$175,000,000. ) 

The American Commission. 

To lay the foundation for agricultural 
freedom from our present antiquated ina 
ruinous systems of farm credits. and to 
enable farmers to grow their crops upon @ 
spot cash basis, and market the products of 
their labor and capital as consumption rfe- 
quires those products in the legitimate chan- 
nels of business, the American commission 
has been assembled under the auspices of 
the Southern Commercial Congress to go to 
Europe in April to investigate how, and in 
what way, European farmers have so suc- 
cessfully organized their rural banking sySs- 
tems and co-operative marketing societies, 

This commission, composed of represent- 
ative delegates from practically every state 
in the union, has the full indorsement and 
co-operation of the federal government. 

If the European systems are adapted 
meet the needs of American agriculture, and 
unquestionably they will be, farmers’ co- 
operative societies, organized and operating 
under uniform state and federal laws, can 
Obtain on thelr collective security, such as 
negotiable land bonds, all the cash capital 
required. 

They could then lend this money out to 
their members and customers, which wceuld 
be employed in the development of a modern 
system of diversified agriculture, and in mar- 
keting farm products upon the most profite 
able terms. The landowners in Georgia 
could manage their business and protect their 
tenants. 

When the present ruinous credit system 
is lifted from the shoulders of the strug- 
gling white tenant, he will soon be able to 
buy a farm of his own, educate his children, 
enjoy some of the simple luxuries of life in 
his home and develop into a stronger type 
of independent citizen. Farm life will be- 
come attractive, and every tiller of the soil 
will have well-filled cribs of corn and smoke- 
houses, the product of his own labor under 
a well-regulated, modern system of diversi- 
fied farming. 

As it is, tenantry is increasing in Geor- 
gia, and land-owning farmers are decreasing. 
The tale of this unfortunate condition igs told, 
when it is stated that $37,000,000, more than 
the entire value of the Georgia cotton crop 
in 1912, went into the west to pay for sup- 
plies to grow the crop, and at a cost price 
to the growers which will wreck any bust- 
ness in the world. 

A sound system of rural credits and co- 
operative marketing societies will settle the 
problem of profitable farming and diversified 
agriculture will quickly follow as a matter 
of course. 

But not until then, no matter how much 
good and wholesome advice is give nout to 
cotton growers. In this laudable undertaking 
to free the farmers from existing bad credit 
conditions they should have the loyal sup- 
port and co-operation of all the people in 
this state, because the success of the farmer 
means the success of every other enterprise 
in our grand old commonwealth.

a The Parcel Post to Date 


(From The Boston Transcript.) 

We have now had the parcel post system 
in operation for a little more than two 
months, though the full month is made the 
the unit of measurement of its development. 
There is still a disposition in some quarters 
to criticise many of its features and no doubt 
there is more or less foundation for such an 
attitude. It would have been very extraordi- 
nary had a system of such magnitude and 
complexity in the methods of adjustment 
prescribed for it proved perfect at the start. 
It may even be found desirable to make 
some radical changes as experience illumines 
the situation and suggests improvement, 
and authority has been lodged in the bill 
to correct defects without too much un- 
w:ind’ng or cutting of red tape. 

But taking it as it is, the parcel poat 
has already demonstrated its efficacy in 
lightening the burdens of the people. Though 
the requirements for its use have seemed 
rather unnecessarily specialized, that use hag 
nevertheless been steadily and rapidly grow- 
ing. The report from the New York post- 
office is that there were half a million more 
of stuch pieces of niai: handled there during 
February than in January, with an incr2as¢ 
of more than two hundred thousand dollars 
in receipts, though the month was three 
days shorter than its predecessor. One bust- 
ness house in that city has sent out 95 per 
cent of its goods through this medium, 
where formerly the express companies han- 
dled 80 per cent of its deliveries. 

Merchants and manufacturers find the 
service particularly convenient and econom- 
ical, but more and more it is going to prove 
a benefit to consumers. Next July there will 
be inaugurated a C. O. D. system which will 
bring householders and others in more direct 
relation to the source of supply than has 
ever been the case before. It will obviate 
to a large degree the need of giving the 
producers those larger privileges, in dispos- 
ing of their goods at first hand to the people 
who need them, that have been urged. They 
can send from the farm direct to the con- 
sumer’s larder for a very small sum all that 
he may require, thus eliminating the inter- 
mediate profits and charges. It will change 
the crder of patronage, but it will bring 
supply and demand into much more intimate 
relationship than at present. The middle- 
men will still be needed, though not go 
numerously, and the process of adjustment to 
the new methods will be so gradual that no 
general disturbance of business need be 
feared.

If they are, then 
liberty is dethroned and license steps 
in. When on the bars are down that 
element of ou:  ocial fabric that chafes 
at all law will point to the broken 
laws and say, ‘come, the fence is down, 
we can do as we please.” If it were 
not necessary to restrain man from 
doing that which he should not do 
these laws would never have _ been 
made. But since they are made and 
Stand ag the only bulwark of safety 
between decency and indecency, 
tween a condition of personal safety 
and one of chaos, between morality 
and immorality, between crime and 
honesty, how in God’s name can any 
man stand up and say “I see no harm 
in this or that?” The point to consider 
is not that at all. It is not the harm 
in an individual act The damage is 
done in the weakening of the entire 
fabric of law and order which gane 
men strive always to support, and 
which some men, regardless of the 
welfare of others, seek constantly to 
tear down and evade. There is no 
logical reason for violating a plain, 
simple law. 

That wild desire for amusement on 
Sunday is largely because it is against 
the law, and that one fact always cre- 
ates big desire in that large army of 
people who have laid aside their reli- 
gion and much of their morality. From 
the forty thousand people who went to 
the “movies” last Sunday there should 
be subtracted that percentage who 
would have gone to a dog fight, a prize 
fight, a bull fight, a craps game or a 
porse race, all in the name of “amuse- 
ment,” if you want to find the true 
number of people who seriously desire 
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ing pictures for sane amusement

If the majority of the people oaf 
Georgia say that there is no harm in 
this thing on the Sabbath day, and if 
they make a law allowing the opera- 
tion of picture shows on that day, then, 
and not till then, should any decent, 
self-respecting man or woman give 
their countenance or support to them. 
The right kind of people will not sup- 
port that which bygits operation in op- 
position and defiance to the law threat- 
ens to remove from the Innocent the 
protection they need, and to take away 
from all of us the safe, sure feeling 
that only exists when we can feel that 
law and order are being enforced and 
are supreme. 

This constant defiance of law in the 
United States is rapidly leading to 
grave conditions. That class of people 
who seek personal gain by the evasion 
of law, by the slow and tedious pro- 
cess of adjustment by appeal after ap- 
peal, and by abrocation by injunction, 
will, {if allowed to continue in their 
way, brinr about a condition of an- 
archy quicker than aught else. 

It is said that when citizens of the 
United States have lived in Canada, 
England or Germany for a few months 
they express themselves as glad that 
our form of government is not in force 
there. In these countries laws are re- 
spected and enforced. Criminals are 
punished, Their guilt, once established, 
no one can eseape punishment by 
technicality or appeal on foolish and 
frivolous grounds to court after court, 
as is the case in the United States. 

If one law can be disputed, ques- 
tioned and set at naught by the bab- 
bling and loud noise of a few men, 
why may not any and every law be 
destroved if it suits some few men to 
act unlawfully ¥& 

This is a fact that no one can dis- 
pute. Whenever and wherever laws are 
broken there are always to be found 
those who get personal gain and make 
money by the violation. Whether the 
law relates to the observance of the 
Sabbath or to the observance of a wéek 
day law, if special privilege is allowed 
to ignore it, some men, somewhere, 
are reaping a golden harvest on ac- 
count of it. No picture show is run on 
any day of the week, unless there is 
money in it, and, if the nickels and 
dimes cease to come, the men behind 
the shows would not be tnfluenced to 
keep open for ten minutes by all the 
need for “education and amusement” 
on the part of all the people.

The value of publiicty lies in the 
number of people who can be induced 
te read it. No man desires to run his 
advertising. where it wil] not reach the 
eye of the readers. One of the main 
things which make readers notice an 
ad is the reading matter which is 
alongside it. When they are reading 
this their eye is naturalyy apt to be 
caught by an attractive ad which is 
right alongside or underneath. When 
that same ad is buried underneath an- 
other one, so that it is not in direct 
contact with reading matter on any 
side, its chances of notice are largely 
decreased, because before the reader’s 
eye can be caught it has first to be 
caught by the ad which. intervenes 
between it and the reading matter. 
Hence the value of an arrangement of 
advertising such as is used in these 
cclumns. A careful examination of 
them from week to week will show 
that it is only on the rarest occasion 
that any ad is not next to reading 
niatter on one or more sides.

SALESMANSHIP 


There has been much written about 
the psychological moment in sales- 
manship. Much of this is the rankest 
humbug, but if there is any time in the 

| course of the sales talk when the 
| PSycological moment does enter it is 
| when the salesman has succeeded in 
| arousing the feeling of desire for the 
soods in the mind of his prospect and 
Nas come to the point where he must 
force a: decision. If there is any use 
this mysterious moment it is to 


for 
the salesman who has the power of 
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reading the minds of others. He can 
then follow the course of his argument 
through the mind of the man he is 
talking to and when he knows that 
right now ig the time when the man 
is ready to sign the order he can 
broduce his order and-have it signed 
at once. But again, this applies rather 
more to the specialty salesman than 
te the man who is handling staples. 
man who is handling staples, 
* he has shown the prospect that 
be to his advantage to buy 
zoods, must seize the moment 
when the-man is the most fully con- 
vinced of this fact and then take the 
order for the amount wich he thinks 
is best for the conditions under which 
the goods are to be sold. 

In connection with this moment of 
decision a word to the man who is 
buying would not be amiss. This is 
that there is no man who is more un- 
satisfactory to do business with than 
the one who can never reach a de- 
cision. When a salesman calls on a 
merchant he would much 4ooner hear 
an adverse decision than one at all, 
and the man who does business along 
correct lines will always give every 
proposition the attention it deserves 
and then make a definite decision that 
will give the salesman some solid 
basis upon which to work in the fu- 
ture. 

The salesman must not only wai* 
for this moment of decision, however. 
He must bring all his ability to bear 
in inducing it. The previous work he 
has done on the sale really has more 
te do with this than anything he can 
do at this late period, but of one thing 
he can rest assured, and that is, that 
if he feels doubtful in his own mind 
as to whether the prospect is going 
tc buy or not, he can be certain that 
the prospect himself is doubtful also. 
This is the moment when mental sug- 
gestion is of the greatest effect. Let 
the salesman make sure in his own 
mind that the customer is going to 
buy, and let him act on that assur- 
ance, and the chances are that the 
prospect wil] buy— if the previous part 
of the gales talk has been rightly con- 
ducted. The good salesman must let 
the force of his own will work on the 
customer to the extent of inducing him 
to buv and to make up his mind to 
buy at the time instead of putting it 
off to think over. The order that Is 
thought over !s in a precarious condi- 
tion, for in the meantime the rival 
salesman may show up on the scene 
and take away the signed order by the 
force of his superior mentality. Sales- 
men, seize the right moment to present 
your order to be signed, and then 
bring all the weight of your will 
power to bear on the man who is to 
| sign it. 


‘THE RETAIL MERCHANT 


In this day and time there is a 
great deal of the retail business done 
over the telephone. The houseKeeper 
of today gives most of her orders Over 
the telephone and expects to get the 
best of service this way, just as her 
mother used to think that she could 
not buy her household supplies prop- 
erly unless she went in person to the 
farmer’s wagon and selected them her- 


self. 

The retail merchant who would Sar- 
ner the biggest crop of orders from 
the housewives of this district must 
cater to this telephone business and 
he must remember several things if he 
wants to benefit by it. By far the 
most important of these is that he 
must give just aS good service over the 
phone as he would if the customer 
called in person. <A lady recently said: 

“I used to trade at Brown's, but 
lately I have been buying more at 
Jones & Co.'s. The reason is that 
when I order by phone from Brown 
he always sends me the stuff that I 
won't take when I have a chance to 
pick it out myself, whereas Jones & 
Co, seem to pick it out and send me 
just what I want the same as I would 
dc myself.” 

Some stores have found it a wise 
plan to install a proxy buyer for their 
customers. This is generally a wom- 
an who, when a lady phones up to give 
ar order, takes notes of just what she 
wants over the phone and then goes 
through the store as if she were buy- 
ing for herself and picks out the 
goods and has them sent. This gives 
the customer the feeling of personal 
attention and also binds her more 
strongly to that store, 

But when the store is not 
enough to employ a special buying 
agent of this description the clerks 
should all be trained to regard each

“What puzzles me,” the senator said, 
“is how Martin fumped over my head 
to become a progressive, and if he 
was not progressive enough to be made 
chairman of the caucus, why he should 
have been made chairman of the ap- 
Propriations committee.” Then, as if 
to discuss that thought, he added: 
“But I more earnestly desire Wilson's 
Success &s president, and the realiza- 
tion of the hopes of the country, than 
anything for myself. My name in his- 
tory is made; my fame is secure. 

“If anybody thinks the upheaval in 
politice last November was brought 
about by the people solely to turn 
out republicans and put in office hun- 
gry democrats they are badly mis- 
taken. Only when a democrat is effi- 
cient, or can s00n become so, should a 
republican be turned out to make room 
for an appointment. 

“I believe there are enough demo- 
crats to fill the offices and they 
ought to have them as s00n as we are 
certain we have the right man for the 
place, but it is unwise as well as un- 
patriotic to turn efficient and honest 
republicans out just to turn green 
and hungry democrats in.

CHEROKEE POLICIES 
SAFE, SAYS WRIGHT 


Declares Policies Are Protected 
by Law and Holders Should 
Not Let Them Lapse. 


Rome, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)— 
State Insurance Commissioner William 
A. Wright this afternoon made the 
following statement regarding the 
Cherokee Life Insurance company of 
Rome:

STIRRING ALL ENGLAND 


Controversy Is Raging as te 
Whether the Harbinger of 
Spring Has Arrived or Not.

It is not the “German peril” 
this time, nor the suffragettes, nor 
another ‘mysterious airship.”. It is 
something vastly more sensational. 
The cuckoo has just been heard for 
the first time this vear. 

At least an extremely serious per- 
son named Lydekker, of Hertfordshire, 
who, it appears, has some fame as & 
naturalist, and is a fellow of the Royal 
society, asserts that he heard the 
cuckoo “while he was doing some 
gardening” a few afternoons ago, and 
he straightway sat down and wrote 
to a newspaper about it. Do you think 
that he selected The “Hertfordshire 
Hotblast,” or whatever the name of 
the local sheet may be, as the medium 
for making his highly important an- 
nouncement. Not he; he addressed his 
letter to The London Times—the 
English “Thunderer’—the organ of 
d'iplomatists and the palladium of 
world politics. And The Times printed 
his letter. Ofcourse it did. for the 
first intelligence of the cuckoo is a 
nation-shaking event in this country. 

Next day all England gave itself up 
to a cuckoo controversy which still is 
raging. Every newspaper in London 
and (presumably) every one outside 
the metropolis reprinted Lydekker's 
letter, and each of them straightway 
began to receive letters by the bagful 
from its readers anent the Hertford- 
shire man’s startling claim. The Times 
itself printed three letters regarding 
the matter next day. one of them from 
no less a person than the Duchess of 
Bedford, who is something .of a bird 
expert herself. Her grace permitted 
herself to doubt: that Lydekker really 
had heard the cuckoo (for whose ar- 
rival it is a bit early yet) pointing 
out that mischievous little boys fre- 
quently attain great proficiency in 
imitating the cuckoo’s cry. One of The 
Times’ other correspondents. also was 
skeptical, gravely ‘quoting some learn- 
ec professor as stating that “although 
the arrival of the cuckoo has frequent- 
lv been reported in March, such ree- 
ords must be treated with suspicion, 
if not incredulity,” but the other let- 
ter-writer was on LydekkKer’s side, as- 
serting that others, to his own per- 
sonal knowledge, already had heard 
the cuckoo. 

And so it has gone In the columns 
of every paper in the land, the ques- 
tion of whether the cuckoo is here or 
not is solemnly being argued pro and 
con. How seriously the thing is taken 
may be judged from the “make-up” of 
tie news page of one of London's leaaé- 
ing Sunday papers, The Observer, 
which is now owned by William Wal- 
dorf Astor. The three big headlines 
in this journal's main section last Sun- 
day were as follows: “Turks Take the 
Offensive. ‘“‘Germany’s New Offer to 
Kngland.” “The Early Cuckoo.”

To Prevent Our Growing Old. 


(Richard Burton, in The Bellman.) 

The tragedy of growing old is that 
you feel so young. Many a middie 
aged person has become amazedly 
aware of this. To say that a man 
as old as he feels and a woman as she 
looks, is not to get quite to the root 
of the matter. If a man carries his 
years in his face, the community cred- 
its him with them, however much he 
may skip about and ape 
youth. And as for the other sex, 
declare that appearance settles 
tation of assisting Nature with 
matter opens the door to the tempta- 
hiding maturity behind makeup. 
Psychologically, both sexes are on a 
par as to age. Whether man or wom- 
an, if the spirit of youth be within, 
its outward expression in face and 


to 
the 


‘form will follow, and joyously set back 


the clock of time. 

The deadly thing, almost more aginz 
that age itself, is the insidious, creep- 
ing knowledge that the months fly, the 
years move on apace, and all of us, 
willynilly, are older by every ticktack 
of the clock and revolution of the sea- 
sons. To brood upon it is to wax mor- 
bid, perhaps pessimistic. I am tempted 
to say that what we call old age is thus 
a biologic condition plus a state of 
mind. 

In other words, § self-consciousness 
plays a definite part in bringing about 
“this drooping gait, this altered size,” 
as Coleridge has it, and “this body that 
does me grievous wrong” has been in- 
fluenced hy the bodeful dwelling upon 
it slow, sad, inevitable approach. I be- 
lieve, therefore, that it would be a 
mighty good thing if we did not toll off 
our age by months and years at all, 
steadily growing vounger all the while. 
and kept no track of the passage of 
time, so far as we are personally con- 
cerned. It is the attitude of the com- 
munity which develops in us this sickly 
tally keeping, whereby we are aware 
that today we are 40 or 50 or, alas, 60 
years old.

to be able to do so, is a novel predica- 
ment, but it is that of a highly distin- 
guished body in the city of London to- 
day. 

This body, of which the lord mayor, 
the city chamberlain and the two sen- 
ior aldermen al] are members, are sO 
keen to find borrowers for the money 
that they have in charge that

STOCK MARKET WAS DULL: 
} SOME SEVERE DECLINES 


New York, March 22.—The dul! stock market 
of this week showed that speculation was still 
laboring under the burden of unsolved diffi- 
culties. The problem presented by the en- 
forced abandonment of the Union Pacific- 
Southern Pacific dissolution plan was not 
wholly unexpected, but there was reom for its 
further reflection in additional declines of 
prices, 

The rlease of credits tied up to meet the 
obligations of the underwriting syndicate prob- 
ably had its part tn the slightly easier tone of 
the money market early in the week. This 
was the more welcome, because of the re- 
newed demand upon New York gold supplies, 
which tightened the call loan market again. 
Stock market operations. made very light re- 
quirements for money. The prolonged Easter 
recess in prospect increased the disinclination 
to make commitments or w leave existing con- 
tracts open. The latter disposition accounted 
for some covering up of shorts at the last. 
Pressure upon borrowers proved’ especially 
costly to holders of some of the ‘socalled ‘‘good 
will’’ stocks, which were objected to in col- 
lateral. Necessitous selling of these developed 
a thin market and some severe dectines resulted 

Preparations for the April money setile- 
ments abroad continued, Berlin drawing on 
london for the most part and Paris on New 
York. The wvgency of the requirements was 
shown by the flow of gold against adverse 
exchange conditions, which had to be covered 
by extra interest allowances. New York passed 
on the pressure to the country at large by 
transferring loans to interior banks. 


The question of adequate supplies of bank- 
ing credits to meet mercantile demands was 
thus fairly brought into consideration and the 
effect of tight money on commercial opera- 
tions began to find a place in the estimates 
of merchants and buyers. The extent of 
the relaxation which may follow completion 
or the April settlements or even the conclu- 
sion of peace in Europe, is the subjct of 
anxious surmise. Government borrowings and 
deferred capital issues loom in the background. 
American capital is meeting the exigency and is 
profiting by it, but the liquidation of these 
oblgations may force foreign offerings of 
American securities in our markets or even 
merchandise at cheap prices. 

While exporte eof merchandise for February 
were about stationary at las’ year’s value, 
importe expanded over $15,000,000 with cor- 
responding impairments of the trad balance in 
our favor. Cotton exports continued to de- 
cline and the grain trade betrayed nervous- 
ness lest assurance of peace may induce some 
reoffering here of foodstuffs which weré bought 
in over-supply while it was threatened. Talk 
in Germany of trade reaction and a fall in 
prices of commodities added to the effect of 
the president’s cal] for the extra session of 
congress to reduce tariff rates. The down- 
ward trend of bonds as well as stocks pointed 
to the financial situation as the primary cause 
of the existing depression. 

The approaching spring promise of the 
country’s agriculture and sustained commer- 
cial and industrial activity were helpful fac- 
tors. Labor problems kept up an undercurrent 
of anxiety.
